of a Man is when he has Freedom to do or not 
to do any honett Action. The Liberty of the Subjeé 
in Britain is the Power of acting as he pleafes, without 
inging the Laws of the Land: And the Freedom, 
if you will the Independency, of the Conftitution 
in the juft Exercife of thofe feparate Powers 
belong to the feveral Parts of the Legiflature. 
Thofe who declare for this Freedom in general, declare 
themfelves Friends to their Country and to the Contiti- 
tution: As fuch as in any Difpute oppofe to the utmott 
of their Power any Attempts to reftrain this Liberty, 
fhew themfelves real Friends to their Country and its 
Conftitution, from whatever Quarter ſach an Attempt 
come. If Kings not content with that Share of Power 
or Liberty (for in effe& "tis the fame Thing) which the 
Conftitution affigns them attempt to break in upon 
what the fame Conftitution hath affigned to the Lords or 
to the People, it is undoubtedly a /aw/ul and /audable 
Thing to oppofe and to refift fuch an Endeavour, who- 
ever may be induced to encourage it, or with whatever 
{pecious Pretences they may be cover'd. The fame 
Realon renders the fame Conduct equally praife-worthy, 
if any Attempt be made againft the general Liberty by 
either of the other Powers entrufied with the Legifla 
ture. Ifthe Lords fhould attempt to controul the juft 
Liberty either of the Crown or of the Commons: Or if 
the Commons thould form any Defign to abridge any 
Legal Rights of the Crown or of the Lords, it would 
ftill be aéting in the Caufe of Freedom to oppofe to the 
utmoft any fuch Endeavour. I am juitified in faying 
this by Addreffes from both Houfes to the Crewn, di- 
reétly affirming thefe Points; and undoubtedly thefe 
will be held good Authority by all fenfible, impartial 
Men, who know what they fay, mean what they 
fpeak, and prefer whatever is founded upon Reafon to 
what has no other Support than the Concurrence of a 
Party. Thus far then we proceed on fure Grounds, 
if any fuch there be, and Mankind can difcern them. 
Having thus eftablifh’d the Freedom of the Coniti- 
tution, 1 muft next obferve, that in this confilts, or, at 
leaſt, depends, the Liberty of the Subje&t. For as al! 
Liberty is the eſult of fome Form of Government, fo 
the Liberty of BritifS Subjeés refalts from, or is protected 
by, the Conftitution, or that peculiar Form of Govern- 
ment under which we live. So that whatever injures 
the one, muft neceffarily and certainly prejudice the 
other. In this Senfe, and for this Reafon, the King is 
bound by Jzteref, as well as his Coronation Oath, to 
defend and maintain the Liberties of bis Subjeéts ; fince 
whatever affects them, mult in the End, and by una 
voidable Confequence, hurt Him. So, likewife, the 
People will find it their Intereft as well as their Duty, 
to ft port the Prerogatives of the Crown, which tho 
held by their Sovereign, are exercifed for them, or at 
leaft in their Favour. Thefe are not the Principles of 
any Fadlion, but the Principles on which all good Sub 
jects are bound to aét, becaufe they are thofe on which 
our Conftitution is founded, and from which we cannot 
{werve without endangering the Conftitution. When- 
ever, therefore, detigning Men pretend to efpoufe the 
Caufe of the People on other Principles, and infinuate 
a Poffibility of acquiring for them-more Liberty, or 
greater Power than they now poflefs, by fome {mall 
and eafy Change in the Conititution, they do but abufe 
them by Wards, in order to-draw sheir Affent, and, in 
time, their Affiltance, to introduce fome Tyranny or other, 
rarely beneficial to #4ofe who contrive it, and moit cer- 
tainly defrufive to all others. How great Friends 
foever thofe may be in Shew, who court the People’s 
Applaufe by withing all Authority in their Hands, yet, 
in fact, they are the trueft Patriots who centend for the 
perpetual Prefervation of their Liberties by fecuring 
the Conftitution. As Poffeffion is fometimes dangerous 
to Property, fo there isa Licence fatal to Liberty, and 
fuch as mean the People well will never put this into 
their Power ; though fuch as intend their Deftruétion 
readily will, and make them their Inftruments by fo 
doing. 
When we fpeak of the Freedom or Independecy of 
the feveral Branches of the Conflitution, we always 
mean a moral Freedom of doing what is fit or. rea- 
fonable,— and nothing more. ‘his appears to be 
what we ought to mean, by the Rules prefcribed ‘0 
themfelves by both Houfes, which are ftyled Ufages 
of Parliament, and are founded on the common Pria- 
ciples of Equity, by which all Mankind in all Caps 
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verge towafds Tyrantiy, let it be done by which Branch 
of the Legiflature it will; and confequently, whatever 
has a Tendency to this, inflead of extending, a 

Thus the King hath a 
difcretionary Power, or Liberty, of choofing fit Perfons

any Oppofition, why then fhould I apprehend any 
from putting the Converle, which is equally rent, 
as well as equally true.

If it would, then all chat is faid before, and which I 

will undertake to prove, is conformable to what is de- 

livered concerning our Conſtitution; if falfe and abfard, 

which as I cannot by any means fuppofe, I will try to 
difcover what Lights the Confideration of Faéis will af. 

tord us on this important Subjeét. 

In the Reign o Ring James I. we have a manifett 
Initance of the Mifchiefs attending the firft Cafe. - The 
King without queftion departed from his Dignity in con-- 
ferring fo many and ſo important Offices on Buckingham, 
a young Man much more diftinguifhed by the Accom- 
plifhments of his Perfon than the Endowments of hig 
Mind. This threw the Nation into general Uneafinefs 
and left the King’s loyaleſt Subjetts jittle to fay in his 
Excufe, In the very Beginning of the next Reign, the 
contrary Evil began to prevail. The Charges againft 
the Duke of Buckingham were begun in Anger, and 
carried on with Fury. His good Deeds and his bad 
were made alike criminal. The Earl of Brifiol was 
eſſeemed a Patriot on the Credit only of being the Duke’s 
Enemy ; and this Over-violence prevented the Effeéts of 
Juftice. The fame Temper appeared in the Proceed- 
ings again{t Strafford; he was unqueftionably a Perfon 
fit to be removed from the King, but the violating the 
Laws in order to remove him out of the World was @ 
dangerous Step, tio’ taken by Patriots. The puttin 
Laud to death by virtue of an Ordinance of Lords J 
Commons, was the next bold Step of the fame > 
out et Zeal for the Peopie; but ina-very thore {pace 
Sword was turned upobthe People themfelves. The 
King, tho’ unwilling, join’d in cutting off Strafford, the 
two Houfes difpatched the Archbifbop, the Commons and 
the Army murdered the Xing, then the A:my turned out 
the Commons and fet up Cromwell, who govern’d with 
little or no Regard to Law. Inthe next Reign like 
Caufes produced like Effeéts, and King and 
making free with the Laws of the Land, and the im- 
mutable Rules of natural Juftice, the People paid the Pe- 
nalty, and the Publick foffered fucceffive Misfortunes 
from the ya yong 9 + and the falfe Zeal 
of preten atriots, who only aimed at aggrandizi 
theméelves, as appears from the Fates of the Rarl of 
Clarendon and Lord Ruféll, who were Vigims, the’ ta 
different Factions. 

Thefe are all Faéts not to be difputed, and by no fin- 
cere Inquirer are like to be mifunderftood. They plainly 
prove how dangerous it is to King and People for any 
Branch of the Legiflature to flight the Rules of ancient 
Ufage, to give themfelves up to any enthufiaftich Spirit, 
however dignified or diftinguifoed. The Peace, the Plenty, 
the Liberty we have now for many Years enjoyed, has 
been, under Providence, owing to the ftrit Ref 
paid to the Laws, and all the Branches of the Legifla- 
ture keeping within the Bounds affign’d them by the 
Conftitution. The mifarrying of a date Defign muft be 
regarded therefore asa national Deliverance, by every 
Man who thoroughly underftands and is heart y atta- 
ched to our excellent Confiitution. Had it taken anothe? 
Turn, it could not have been more fatal to any particu- 
lar Perfon than to the Liberty of the Subje&. It 
have taken away, if not the Bounds of Right and Wran* ys 
at leaft the Diitinétion between Lenocence and G pa tay 
no Man would have longer had any Security but what “ 
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the Strength of his Party. There is to Wonder.to be 
made that fuch an Attempt as this {ould open the Eyes 
and unite the Force of the wiseft Mem of all Parties, be⸗ 
caufe their own as well as the Nation’s Safety lay at 
Stake. But the Wonder is, that after fuch a Defeat 
any Man fhould be hardy enough to take a Pen in his 
Hand in order to defend fuch a Mrafure; and this I 
muft own induces me ‘to believe it can be no other than 
the noble Author of the cat upon Parties and 
even this extraordinary Author will I believe find it dif- 
ficult to perfuade the People of Great Britain (after be- 
ing fo long us'd to Judges and Furies, even in the mi- 
nateft Cafes) to relifh this fummary Way of proceeding 
in {6 important a Poiat, by Conviction without Evidence 
or Trial , but if He does, He may probably live to make 
them yepent it, if, contrary to all human Probability, 
he fhould ever come again to be a Miniffer bim/l.
